Tliere Ib 
no telling what Ida purpose may lie, liu( 
those who have (amiliarized tlieiuselveH 
with Ilia strange movementa will not be 
snrpriseil when the niajeatic vessel floata 
to Spokane. 

The airfihij) liixhta were follovveil from 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to Waseca, Miiuie 
sota, Thursday night of la^^t week. l!ev 
Charles K. Brown watched the lights fu 
over an hour. Half the population 01 
many towns in Iowa saw the vacillating 
lights swiftly speeding to the West, the 
Minneapolia Tribune says.

The intimation that the vessela it ia 
propoBed to put oa the Canadian Atlan- 
tic mail Bervice, should the PetorBen 
tender be accepted, will be of the " tur- 
ret " type, has created considerable dia- 
cusaion in marine and commercial cir- 
cles. Though turret Bteamahips are 
sometimes confounded with " whale- 
backs," and are BomstimeS also called 
improved whalebackB, the difference in 
design and construction ia so marked 
that the " turrets " are rightly called a 
claaa by themselvea. The first ocean- 
goinK whalehack, the O. W. Wetmore, 
which passed tarough Montreal on 
the way to the Atlantic in 
1891, was 60 knocked about dur- 
during its first year that the experi- 
ment it represented baa not been re- 
peated. Turrets, on the other hand, 
have stood the moat severe tests, have 
been on the Alhvntic in the roiu;lieat of 
winter weathur, liave i^an-ieil deirk-loada 
on long voyaueH Ircm Montreal to the 
River folate, an 1 havo satisfied tlieir^ 
desi^'nera and abipowiiera that they are [ 
a success.

Turret. It wan burn by Mesars. W. H ix- 
ford I'i; Sons, of lh(! rallioii sliipyan) , fur 
Messrs. Petersen, Tate it Co., ul Xe.v- 
caatle, wlio now own a (ieet ot turret j 
steamers. Naval experts criticized it. | 
Some said it would not survis-e a voyage, i 
It survived Miiiny. It. was coiuiiiaiuled | 
by Captain Petersen, wlio voliuilarily j 
subtnitunl it to every possible test, even j 
placing it in the troiijb oi ; he sea, in 
heavy weather, when the nia.ximum 
angle of keel was only 30 degrees. 

The advantages claimed for the turret 
type are as follows : 

1. A biuh navi^ratini: platform, on 
which all vulnerable openinjjs, such as 
hatches, companions, ventilators, etc.. 
and all fitting's liable to be damaged by 
the sea are placed. 

2. The turret erection is an excellent 
feeder when carrying grain in Inilk, antl 
at the same time prevents any lateral 
movement of the cargo, the curved gun- 
wale making etlicient stowage easy at 
the most dangerous point. 

3. Tlie curved sides of the turret erec- 
tion gives extra stidness to the deck and 
allow of the pillars being wider spaced 
than in an ordinary vessel, thus giving 
better stowage in the holds and at the 
same time allowing long hatches tc be 
fitted. 

4. The shell plating being carried in 
over the deck and up the turret sides, 
gives much greater stiffneBS and longti- 
tudinal and transverse strength to this 
part than does the thin deuk-plating of 
an ordinary vessel. 

5. Ttiere is no well or place for large 
bodies of water to lodge, the seas readily 
clearing from the harbor-deck. 

<j. In the turret erection every part of 
the structure ia utilized in the strength 
of the vessel. 

The merits of this class of vessel may 
be summed up as follows: — .Ma.'cimum 
streuL'thof construction, maximum deatl- 
weiglit, maximum cargo capacity , maxi- 
mum reserve buoyancy, maximum free- 
board to navigating platform, maxi- 
mum range of stability, 
maximum speed, coal capacity and size 
of hatches. An(l on the other hand : — 
Minimum displacement, minimum di- 
mensions, minimum net registered ton- 
nage, minimum draught, minimum 
indicated horse-power, coal consump- 
tion, cost of construction and cost uf 
working. 

These facts were brought out during 
the discussion on this type of vessel at 
the Institute ot N'aval Architects, Xew- 
castle-np"n-Tyne, at their eleventh ses- 
sion, 1S'.)4-1S95. That they are accepted 
by tliose mostly directly concerned, it 
may V)o added that turrent vessels are 
classed in the principal shipping reiria- 
ters, including Lloyds, the liureau Ver- 
itas, and the iiritish Corporation. 

The turrent steamships have hitherto 
been used chielly as freight carriers. 
Their venture into the field aa jiassenger 
steamships will be a new thing. It 
is claimed for them, however, that, 
possessing strength of construction, 
speed, and steadiness, they can 
expect to achieve tlie same success in 
the paasenger aa they have in the freight 
service. 

The British Corporation for the Sur- 
vey and Registry of Shipping, in its re- 
port for 1,S!)G, says: "Among the various 
types of vessels constructed under the 
supervision and to the rules of the cor- 
poration, the turret-deck vessels of 
Messrs. Wm. Doxford i<>: Sons were con- 
spicuous as having attained marked suc- 
cess. The committee, aa was well known, 
had taken the constru(;tion of these ves- 
sels in hand from the first, and had af- 
forded the builders valuable asaistiince 
in tlieir development at a time when the 
older association of Lloyd's Register ha<l 
discouraged their construction. Already 
over thirty ot these vessels were afloat 
and doing excellent work, while several 
more of the largest type yet designed 
were built exclusively to the corpora- 
tion's class, amongst them being four 
for the well known Clan line."— Mon- 
treal Gazette.

Captain McLeod, of the Park Rufus 
v.. Wood, which arrived at Sah Fran- 
cisco from Nanaimo about a week ago, 
has the following to say regarding the 
miGsing Samaria: " JOxactly twelve 
days ago this morning,'' said he, " I was 
ISO miles off the mouth of the Columbia 
river. Hull down, behind us I could 
see a ship without a stitch of canvas on 
her main, and only the light sails on her 
fore and mizzen. She was heading for 
the river, and I came to the conclusion 
that the main mast was spiung and that 
the captain was afraid ot carrying sail 
even in tlie slight breeze for fear ot 
doing more damage. Late in the after- 
noon the ship put about and took up the 
same course 1 was steering. The Wood 
had every stitch of canvas si^t, and it 
was not long before the other vessel was 
out of sight. From that time to port wo 
had light winds and calms, and the 
same kind of weather has jirevailed ever 
since. While I am not sure that it was 
the Samaria I sighted, still I have no 
hesitation in saying that I think she 
will reach port in a disabled condition." 
» To-morrow afternoon the Pacific coast 
flyer, the City oi Puebla, will be here 
from San Francisco, after a longabsence.

EASTER. 

Orii^'on, Chryaoatom and the historian 
iSocratea say that the Apoatles and 
their iniiimdiiite successors did tint cele- 
brate Iviater, and the lirst immed writer 
niM(h> an nri;ument ii'^'iiinsl sueh a festiv- 
al, claiming that to tlie Cliriatiau every 
day ouijht to be one oi rejoicing over the 
risen Lord. It ia certain, however, that 
the observance of the day formed a fea- 
ture of tho cliurcli at a very early day, 
for we lind achitiin in the second cen- 
tury over llie proper date. That tlie 
A^jcsll'-'s n:;d tiieir itnnie'linte k::ccc£- 
eoTf- should notobaorvo feativala is very 
much, what we 'would expect, for the 
early church was without political status 
or social recognition. Later when the 
new laLth became popular and wa.= beirif; 
accepted by a people, a feature of whose 
national life was the obaervanco of cer- 
tain liolidaya, it was wise policy oa the 
part of the Gharcb to change the signifi- 
cance of these occneions and make them 
emblematical of the great events in 
tbe life 01 its i''oander. Thus 
Yule Tide booanie Cliri.stinna Day 
and tiie feaHt of ( l.startt, tlie gO(ldea.s of 
Spring became the (estiva! of the Itesur- 
rection, its date coinciding very closely 
with the anniversary of that event. 
And 80 came about that the Great 
Christian festival bears a pagan name. 

The historian Socrates says that there 
is no doubt about Kaster beiim tlie adap- 
tation of a very ancient fe.stival to the 
purposes of the elnircli , ;iud iiiudei n re- 
searuli has confirmetl his view. Tims it 
has been learned that the ancient I'er- 
siana observed a day correapondiui^ tu 
Easter as a feaat of eggs, which were 
stained various colors after the fashion 
of t:)-iiiir. The v^[: did not play a very 
))ri ii.u iU part ill the festival (jf Ostara, 
luiV ■.\vi: dill, iniiieatii!^' tliiil tlie woralii|) 
of i;-i:-.l EUi'vired aiii!d.Ht the i )riiid ical 
cerciti.jiiies v,-ljich prevailed in ISritain 
and the paganism of Central J^urope 
durinK the early part of the Christian 
era. Thai there should have hfeeii a 
Hpi i!i>; fi rzl ival in the countries of the 
Ninth Teniiierate zone rccpiire.s nn cx- 
])l;iii.i.l imi . lltit we niiiy -^o fiiiHier tiiun 
tins and claim thai il ia jierlectly na- 
tural that all the mythology of the races 
inhabiting those climes should be 
instinct with the idea of man's 
immortality. The lesson of each 
\eiir was tliiit ailer ileatli came 
lifi'. >.'o iniiller how pitiless ihe 
hl.r'.i;i: wi which winter enwrapped the 
;^l<ir;eK Hi hiiiiMiier, the j-priiii; broiii^ht 
ill! to liie' airaiii. It was little wonder, 
then, that the children of the Xorth re- 
fused to believe that death ended all, 
and should hold that beyond Die grave 
tlierii was a WilhaUa, where the 
Boula of the dead liveil in pur- 
eniiial pK'a."ine. Hence, when the 
Christian church sei/ed ujioii the 
festival of ,eprina and gave it a new 
mean iuy, by making il commemorative 
of tbi3 IxCBiirrection, it was wise in its 
day and generation, and true at once to 
the beliefs of the peojile and to the 
fundamental fact in Oliriatiaiiity . 

No review of the Isaster (eHlival is 
complete witiiout so ,ie reference to the 
event which it, couinienioratcs. it la 
hardly worth while to spend any lime in 
diacuBsing whether or not the gospel ac- 
count of the incidents, which werecrowd- 
ed into the last week of Christ's life and 
the days following tiio CriicHlxion, are 
litei'ally correct. There are ehoun;h un- 
di;3piitt;d facta to. set the keene.Ht crilic 
t'linliinp. After a few years of work- in 
tliu Biiialler cities and country districts, 
JcfU'i of NaKareth went to Jerusalem, 
aud ,-io great was his fame that multi- 



tudes greeted him as he en- 
tered the ancient capital, cast- 
ing their garments aud palms on the 
roadway before him, and testifying 
to their feelings by ahocting " Hoaan- 
iia." This word is a prayer for salva- 
tion. To rightly understand the scene 
we must take off our Nineteenth Cen- 
tury epoctaclea and look at it aa though 
we stood in tho acclaiming throng. 
These people were not expecting a Savi- 
our, in the sense that Christ ia preached 
from pulpits to-day. They looked for a 
delivery not from the pains of sin, but 
from the yoke of Rome; they expected 
not the Kingdom of Heaven, but a res- 
toration to the ancient glories of tlie 
Jewish nation. " ITosauna to the Sou of 
David " was an appeal to this marvel- 
lous Son of the royal line to place Him- 
self at the head of a great popular move- 
ment. Read the story of that eventful 
week carefully as a matter of history, 
and you will see that tliere came to 
.lesua of Xazareth then an opportunity 
to strike a lilow for the liberty of 
the people, which would have liad be- 
hind it all tbe force of popular enthusi- 
asm. But His mission was a higher one 
Ihiui this and He set the iiolitical op- 
portunity wholly aside. Thereii|)on the 
people luraed against Him. Tlio same 
men who had cried " 1 loaaniia,'' 
a few days later tlironged arouud 
Pilate exclaiming: " Not thia man, 
but Bar-Abbas." Who was Bar- 
.AlibaaV One writer says he was a 
robber, hut another that his oU'eiice was 
bfilitioii. Pisajipoiiited ill .Jesus, Ihe 
iiiii.-ses cla iiiored i.ir a man wdio had 
dtirud to counsel rebellion. Hence live 
days aftei His triumphal entry into the 
city. He died the most shameful death 
which the law then inflicted, ilumbnly 
speaking no career ever collapaed«iore 
iunominiously. 

Vet nearly nineteen centuries after 
thia event that Cross ia a symbol of 
faith to liundreda of millions of people. 
To-day the world will be encircled by 
songs of rejoicing, because of the resur- 
rection of the Victim of Calvary. Think 
of this tremendous fact, llellcct that 
the events of tliat fateful week, the very 
idealization of failure aa they appeared 
at tlie lime to be, have been the greatest 
energizing force that humanity has ever 
felt. This is an Eaater tbodght which 
we think worth remembering. The 
event which the day commemorates was 
the full spring tide of humanity which, 
throuj;li the t'enturies which have since 
elapaetl, has been developint: iiitoai;lori- 
ous summer, which will ripen the fruit 
of a Millenial autumn.

This means much for 
both the Coaat and the interior. When 
tho mines of Cariboo are developed vast 
quantities of ore will be brought down 
to the sea, and vast quantities of mer- 
chandise be carried into the country. 
To handicap thia with more than 200 
miles of needless rail carriage would be a 
grave, error.

Why a 
man cannot be a Minister of the Crown, 
aud at the same time carry on his own 
atlaira, is something that we never could 
understand. The einolinnents of ofHce 
are so paltry tiiat no iierson of standing 
would care to occupy positions in the 
^'ovemiiiiait unless lie was permitted to 
luok alter his own Oiicineas as time per- 
uiilled. 

Tiiic World's oliservat ions are wholly 
correct, iind he might have added tliat 
the Mmialcr of l-'isheriea also r'/mnins at 
the head of his law firm in Charlotte- 
town, P. K. I. The question has been 
quite fully discussed on several occaaions 
and the conclusion reached has always 
been that it would be unfair to public 
men, and disastrous to the lieat interests 
of the Cdiinlry to compel memhers of a 
gijvi'riiliieiiL to i^ive op their private litls- 
iiiess. W'e have no wealthy leisure class 
ill Canada, who can lake up jicdilica as a 
profession. No man of any buaineaa 
Btaniling would trust his future to the 
c.-.p.rii es of political fortune. A goveru- 
iiient may, remain in oflice ten years or 
it. may he ousted in a year. What man 
uiiiilil sever 1 1 is coiiiu.Tl ion with a |iros- 
perous hiisiness to take such a chamte of 
having to begin all over again'.' Happily 
there is auub a thing as honor among 
Canadiana, and the instance haa yet to 
be established where a mail, who accep- 
ted a uovernincnl iiortfolio, allowed his 
piivale bii;:i!U!sa interests to outweigh 
Ilia public duties.

Beautiful Decorations and Triuiupli- 
ant Mnsic Will Make the iSer- 
vices Noticable. 



Easter, the eeaeon of rejoicing in our 
cbarcbea, has come round oncu more, 
and fast has given pliieo to festival. 
Triumph will be the key note in the eer- 
vices to-day. Of course moat of the city 
churches have been decorated for to-day 
by the ladies df t^e difTerent coogrega- 
tione, and it must be 'Bald that dainty 
iingera have done dainty work. At 
Christ Churcli catliedral the iloral dis- 
play is o( the loveliest description. On 
the altar are numbers of most mai;ni- 
licent lilies arranged in a striking man- 
ner by the careful hands of Miss Perrin, 
while below the side screens, on which 
appear the words " Christis Risen," are 
masses of daffodils and priniroses em- 
bedded in mosaea. The Blender pil- 
lars supporting the screens are almost 
entirely hiddto from sight by ivy 
leaves and creepers and ferns. The 
work on these Bcreecs was done by the 
Miasea Brake. The decoratine of the 
font was left in the hands of Miss Creaso 
and she has almost hidden the marble 
in n wreath of lillies, plum-blosBOmaai\d 
BtockH. In the other Church of England 
buildings the llowera are just aa beauti- 
ful if less in number. At the Reformed 
Episcopal, advantage has been taken of 
the late season at whiiui lOaster occurs, 
to gather in the wild llowera of the wood 
and wild-llUies, cowslips, jonciuilla and 
daflbilila make a very elFeclive show. In 
the Roman Ci^tholic Cathedral the decor 
ationa, aa might ho expected, are very 
beautiful.

The Man Who Sent the Teleerram of 
the Ontbreak of the 
Matiuy. 



He Stayed at the Instrument While 
the Firing^ Was 
Going On. 



There has just retired from the service 
of the Poatmaater-General a servant who 
may be said to have practically saved 
India to this country. Thin ia Mr. W. 
Brendiab, telegraph master, the sole sur- 
vivor of those who were present iii Delhi 
in ila}', 1S57, and who, in tlie* courage- 
ous discharge of his duty on the mem- 
orable eleventh of that month rendered 
invaluable service to the state. 

It was Mr. Brendish who, without 
orders and acting on his own reaponai- 
■bility, dispatched the telegram which 
warned the authorities of the Punjab of 
the outbrealc of the terrible nmtiny. 
"The sepoys have come in from Meerut 
and are burning everything," he wired. 
" Mr. Todd is deail, and, we hear, sev- 
eral Europeans. We nuist shut up." 

The fearful news was sent to Lahore 
by Jlr. Brendish, who was then but a 
youth, while the mutineers were pursu- 
ing their work of slaughter in every part 
of the cantonment. It has been ac- 
knowledged that this presence of mind 
on the part of young Brendish saved 
India. The atory ia told by Mr. Bren- 
dish in a modeat narrative of bia ser- 
vices on that eventful day. The tele- 
graph staff at Delhi, be says, consisted 
of Mr. Todd, assistant in local charge, 
and two young signallers, Brendish and 
Pilkington. On Sunday, the 10th of thai 
month, in the forenoon, the signalers 
at the Meerut ofhce wired that eighty 
men of tlie Hrd Cavalry had l)een con- 
lined, anil were to 1)0 Ijlowii away from 
(inns for reinaing to bite the Kniield cai- 
t rid^;es only i-eceutly issued to the troops. 
No further news was received, and at -1 
)).in. the line with Meerut was found to 
be interrupted. On the following morn- 
ing Mr. Todd took a dak and started for 
Meerut to ascertain at what point along 
the road the break had occurred. lie 
got no further tlian the bridge of boats 
over Jumna, for he there met the mutin- 
ous third Cavalry, who killed him. 

The aignallera remained at their post 
in the telegraph office, which was fortu- 
nately outside the city walls, about one 
mile distant from the Kashmir Gate and 
from the Flaest.iff Tower. Tliey saw a 
regiment of native infantry with two 
guns pass along the road from canton- 
ments towards the city, and learned 
afterwards that they hod joined the 3rd 
Cavalry. Later on heavy firing was 
heard in the city, and Brendish, who was 
at the signalling instruments, kept on 
wiring to Lahore all news that was 
brought to hira. 

At noon he went out on the road to 
sue what was going on, and presently 
there passed a wounded British officer, 
driving from the city, who called out: 
" For God's sake get inside and close 
your doors." 

"We did so," says Mr, Brendish, 
"but even then Pilkington and I did not 
feel we were secure; as we were but two 
lads, encumbered with the wife' and 
child of Mr. Todd, whose sad end was 
not yet known to us, and surrounded by 
servants who perhaps were prepared to 
take out lives, but who were doubtful as 
to the termination of events." 

VoT two hours more the Ijoya helil on, 
listening to the firing within the walls. 
At two p.m. Brendish went to the Uin- 
balla instrument for the last time and 
signalled to the hands at the other end 
of the wire, the historic message ending, 
" and noi\ I am off," the meaning being 
that they were leaving the oflice. 

He and his comrade had ])erguaded 
Mrs. Todd to accomi)any them to the 
Flasjatair Tower, where a number of 
Kiiropeans had already congregated, as 
it was the only possible place of safety. 
They remained there until sunset, and 
witnessed the blowing up of the maga- 
zine. That night the refugees fled, and 
the two signallers eventually got safe to 
Umballa.— Edinburgh Scotsman.

A winze haw been sunk ."),'! feet 
in the tunnel and shows the same eliar- 
acter of ore all the way down. No. 1 
juid - leads ha\() heeu reaclieil liy a 
erosaciU tunnel now in l'<'t feet. The 
filuiftoii No. 1 lead is now down -(.'l feet. 
This work shows the lead to be from 
Bev.n to nine feet in width, carrying ore 
and carbonate the entire distance. 
There are two grades of ore in the mine, 
running from 144 to 400 ounces in silver 
and from 03 to 71 per cent. lead. 

" VVo are now drifting on No. 2 lead, 
which is about lo feel wide in the crosa- 
cut tunnel. We expect daily to strike 
the ore chute on this lead, which on the 
fiurfai'o has a line showing of mineral. 
In doing this exploration work wo esti- 
mate to have taken out from 1200 to 1500 
tons of coiu'entrating ore, the larger per- 
centai:e oi which would stand transjior 
tation if there was a wagon road to the 
mine. This road is needeil not only by 
ns, but hy the other mines which are 
baing operated in the vicinity. Last 
week we shipjied one car of ore wdiich 
WIS taken out in development." — 
Spokesman Review.
